During considevation of Calendar Item 1 attached, Senator John A,
Nejedly appeared on behalf of My, Antont Dowrelio, the applicant,
The Sendator's main objection was the additional yoyulty feo of
$0.10 per cubic yard being added to the applicant's leaspe. lle
stressed that since Mr., Dowrelio is already paying to the State
over $2,000 per year as reéntal for tho use of the facdlity, the
proposed additional voyalty fee, for the extraction and removal
of the silt; would make his operation cconomically unfedsible.

A lengthy discussion followed during which ‘Chairman Cotry ques-
tioned whé&ther the Commission would be setting a precedent in
granting an e¢Xemption to the Commission'’s policy regarding the
extraction of state-owned minevals.

‘Commissioner Bell noted he was the Acting Chaivman at the
October 29, 1975, State Lands Commission meeting when Mr., Dowrelio's
diedging permdt was approved, He stated at that time it was
considered an experimental -dicvosal project and as such did not
commit the Commission to future projects, In addition, informa-
tion is now available; which was not at that time, as to the
applicant's operating costs and problems. Due to these reasons,
he indicated his présent posdtion leans more toward perwitting
the dredging without charging a royalty fee, Commissionar Bell
aitso emphasized that by acting on this application; the
Gommission is not committing itself toward any future actions.

Commissioneér Bell wmoved and Commissioner Dymally seconded that
the action be reconsidered and the $0.10 per cubic yard royalty
fée be eVimipbtedbased on the -experimental nature of the project
. and. the public good résulting therefrom, The Commission also

i structed the staff 'to monitor the project for use on future
“applications.

The following resolution, as amended, was adoptdd:

RECONSTDERATION OF COMMISSION ACTION RELATIVE T0
THE TSSUANCE OF A DREDGING PERMIT TO ANTONE DOWRELLIO

On Oc¢tober 29, 1975, the Commission authorized the issuance of
a permit to pcrform maintenance d1ndg1ng on approxnmatcly five

acres of tide and submerged land in the Carquinez Strait at
rockett, Contra Costa County.

Mr. Dowreélio cldims economic hardship and has tequested relief
from the royalty required undet the permit. The royalty was

set at 10 cents per cubic yard for the total volume aof 30,000
cubic yards. Senator John A. Nejedly has requested an opp01tunity
to speak on the behalf of Mr. Dowrelio.

The Calendar information and resolution adopted by the Commission
on Cctober 29, 1975 follows:

PROPOSED DREDGING:

SPOILS PLACEMENT:
Carquinez Strait, downstream from dredge area
(West of Carquinez Bridge).

OWNERSHIP: Dredge area is a portion of State Lease PRC
2546. (for warehouse and boating facilities)
held by California and Hawaiian Suygar Refining
Corporation, Limited. Applicant operates under
a sublease from C § H previously approved by
the Commission. Spoils area is State tide and
submerged land.

PURPOSE : To regain navigability in area of Dowrclio Boat
Works and to determine environmental cffect of
subaqueous diffusion of dredge spoils (see
pertinent data).

CONSIDERATION: Royalty of $0.10 per cubic yard for removal of
State-owneéd minerals,

ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT CONSTDERATION::
An Environmental Impact Report is not required,
This project is within the purview of 2 Cal.
Adm. Codc 29°7, Class 4, which exempts a main-
tenance dredging operation.

OTHER PERTINENT DATA:

Lo In August, 1974, the applicant, . cooperation
with the Marine Affairs and Navigation Con-
ference Dredging Committee, the Dredging
‘Cantractors Association. and theé Corps of
Engineers presented a request for approval
to the California Regional Water Quality
Control Board to undertake the dredging
project using - subaqueous spoils discharge
procedure., Considerable information is
available on current dredging and spoiling
techniqués; however, no data has been documented
on the environmental effe-ts from dredging with
subagueous dispersal of spoils. The Committee's
purpose would be to study the relative comparison
of the impaCtS'betweenymhe concentrated surface
discharge of spoils and the proposed subaqueous
dispersal of slurred spoils,

The proposed disposal technique, while causing
relatively high localized turbidity, will
minimize smothering in the disposal arca when
discharge occurs in currents with significant
velocity .,

In ﬁhe‘prdpoSedlproject, approximacﬁly 30,000
cubic yards of material would be drudged from
Dowrelio's Marina using a small cuttethead
suction dredgé. The sﬁo;ls.ﬁrpm\thewdrddging
wotld be pusiped’ through a «discharge line to

a point downstream from the marina. (in Garquinez
Strait) to a slotter diffuser section of pipe.
The diffuser would be held perpendicular to the
Prevailing c¢urrent at that point by use of
anchors. This will promote maximum dispersion
of spoils.

It is proposed to operate the dredge six or
seven eight-hous days per week. At a dredging
rate of 150 cubic yidrds per hour (1,200 cubic
yards per day), the project would require
approximately 30 days of dredging including
downtime.

The Department of Fish and Gane, Regienal Water
Quality Control Board; and the State Lands
Pivision will monitor and evaluate all signifi-
cant effects from both the dredging and the
discharge through the diffuser section during

and after the projdct. Conclusions fthen could

be drawn to evaluate the project with Téspect

to the envirpnmental impacts of the technique. 12

2. Permits for the project have been issued
by the San Francisco Bay Cénservation and
Devp;opment'CommissiQn (Petmit No. M75-1)
and’ the Water Resources Control 'Board
(Ceptificdte No. 75-39). The ftéquired
U. 3. Army Corps of Engineers permit has
not as yet been issued; as such; the
requésted permit will be made cofditional
to the issuance of the Corps of tngineers
permit.

Effective period of thy requested permit
shall ‘be from October 29, 1975 to
December 31, 1976.
